Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 


Buttman in the Crack 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick contains a large number of photographs featuring either female nudity or sexual 
activity between groups of men and women. The large photograph on the front cover, and the 
barrage of photographs on the back cover and spine, all combine to create a dehumanising effect. 
The repeated emphasis on women’s buttocks and genitalia, and the graphic nature of their 
representation, create the impression that the women concerned are little more than a collection of 
orifices available to anyone who possesses the slick. The Classification Office is of the opinion 
that, due to the intensity of this effect, the slick would be likely to be classified as objectionable if it 
were submitted for classification. Therefore, in accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a), the 
Classification Office refuses to approve the video slick entitled Buttman in the Crack.
